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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of the restriction requirement mailed on 
8/13/2004 in the reply filed on 9/13/2004 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 21-25, 27-30, 33-35, 38, 39 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 9/13/2004. 

3. This application contains claims drawn to an invention nonelected without 
traverse in Paper filed on 9/13/2004. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 40: It is unclear whether the limitations "at least one of a first 
high-resolution raster data for the first image element and low-resolution raster data for 
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the second image element" is represented by the information of line 4 or is part of the 
transmitted data of line 4.

6. Claims 1-20, 31, 32, 36, 37, 41-43 are allowed.
